Young Men Confused 


There would be no need for a special 
appeal for enlistments by the minister of 
national defence if Ottawa would devise a 
clear-cut defensive policy and talk plainly 
to the Canadian public about it, 

Young Canadians would need no prod- 
ding to join the reserve or active forces if 
they were not confused, bewildered and 
resentful by and of the dubious conditions 
under which they are asked to serve. 

Canada, at present, has approximately 
61,000 men under arms. The Hon. Brooke 
Claxton says we still need more and that 
the present ceiling of 69,000 may shortly 


be increased, 


But it will be difficult to get those 
needed men until Canadians are honestly 
told the circumstances of their 

For example, the manner in which the 
special brigade was left kicking its heels 
for weeks while Ottawa made up its mind 
where it was to be sent does not com- 
mend the army to zealous youngsters, 

Another factor that creates enlistment 
reluctance is the possibility of serving 


under foreign command. 


commander. But no such assurance can 
be felt in the case of the Asiatic theatre 
of war. 

General Douglas MacArthur's apparent 
ignorance of the massing of Chinese Com- 
munists against his forces leaves any ob- 
server highly doubtful of his ability, 

Still another cause of disquiet is the 
maintenance of the fiction that the war 
in Korea is being fought by the United Na- 
tions. 

It is being fought, almost entirely, by 
signatory members of the Atlantic Pact, 
It is ridiculous to ask young men to sub- 
scribe to the delusion that they will fight 
under authority of a United Nations body 
upon which Russians and other Commu- 
nists have seats. 

It is these inconsistencies and uncere 
tainties that cause young Canadians to 
hold back. 

If they were assured that they would 
see action, if any, under Canadian field 
officers and that they would fight as 
Canadians among Canadian allies, and not 
under some nebulous international] author- 
ity, there would be no need to appeal for

Full Stops On Fatal Highway 


It is encouraging to note that the pro-
